voltage wire of the Wild Cat .Canyon side of the Berkeley hills 
started the disastrous fire, according to Fire Warden W. H. Jor- 
dan of the Sun Pablo District of tlie State Forest Reserve. Tim 
wire fell shortly'after 12 o'clock and set fire to the grass, dried 
out by the heat, and the north wind*. Efforts were made by the 
few persons in,the ncigborhood,to stamp out the fireJn ita jn- 
cipiency, but they were unable to accomplish anything.

faculty are in ruins. Thirty men who occupy full professorships 
«t California are without homes. Twice this many associate 
professors and five time* as many instructors, associates and 
assistants are in eimilar condition. Thirteen fraternities, •orori- 
ties and house cluhs went up in the holocaust. The Hillside 
school was destroyed. The Hillside Club went with the fierce 
flames in the Arch-street section. The new Scientist church on 
Oxford street wa» burned. Atop the' Arch-street hill some of 
the loveliest homes of Berkeley were leveled. The residence of 
Benjamin Ide Wheeler, president emeritus of the university, was 
one of them.

On the other hand, several places of note were just outside 


the path of the flames. The Newman Club, institution of 
Catholic student* of the university, was one of these. Cloyne 
Court was another. All Souls' Episcopal chapel on Cedar street 
was saved, with structures ablaze on three sides of it. The homes 
of Ralph Palmer Merrill, head of the raisin growers of the 
Fresno section, former comptroller of the university, and of 
County Treasurer Fred F. Foss were destoyetl. 


In many sections of the devastated district, houses on the 


border line of the fire were aaved with the greatest difficulty^ 
On Walnut street the fire ceased with the blazing wall of one 
residence toppling toward its neighbor, but the latter was 
hardly scorched. One of the hottest fires of the east of Eucid 
section razed the Japanese Students' Club, but an adjoining fra- 
ternity house and the Treehaven apartments were not damaged. 
The Phi Kappa Sigma, Theta Chi and' Skull and Keys fraternity 
houses at Euclid1 and Le Conte avenues were untouched, though 
flames roared on four sides of them. High up in La Loma Park 
one residence reared a white facade to the flames through the j — 
night, the only thing undestroyed that could be seen eastward r,ie 


the flames was unfulfilled. 
In fact, the sparks and cinders 


aroused by the explosion lighted new fires farther on. The men 
with the dynamite were not Identified. Their efforts to con- 
tinue the dynamiting were abruptly halted by Fire Chief Sam 
Short of the Oakland department and Police Sergeant Oscar 
Puizker of Berkeley. No arrests were made. 


The scope of the fire lay, according to origin and sweep, in 


four main segments. In one of these, starting near the Berry- 
man reservoir, the flames drove almost steadily south, taking 
in the great residence district east of Euclid avenue. Another 
blaze, starting from flying sparks, spread from its beginning in 
Hawthorne Terrace west and southwest. A third, beginning in 
Walnut street, swept both sides of that thoroughfare and burned 
as far south as Berkeley way and* as far west a* Shattuck ave- 
nue. 
The fourth was the concluding fire of the day, burning 


from Spruce etreertin what was formerly Busbnell Place, east- 
ward and devastating the great gore between Hearst avenue and 
La Loma avenue and contiguous territory to the north. 


Three houses blazing fiercely on Berkeley way gave the 


department a desperate struggle at 5:30 o'clock last evening. 
Here, however, the fire fighters made a successful stand, and it 
was due solely to their heroic efforts here and at the corner of 
University avenue and Oxford1 street, where the home of Mrs. 
Thomas E. Moore burned down, that the business section of the 
city was saved.

The problem, of emergency handling of the refugees was 


solved through several agencies, but chiefly the police depart- 
ment itself. Throughout the burned areas criers were sent telling 
refugees to register at once at police headquartrs, and through 
unburned blocks other criers urged the offering of accommoda- 
tions for the sufferers. 
Both pleas met with immediate re- 


sponse. From every section of the city which the flames had 
not touched, offers of succor went to- te police. These were 
registered and doled out to all applicants. 


Far more numerous, however, were the adjustments which 


were made personally by the refugees-with friends in other parts 
of the city. More than one family established itself in the earlier 
hours of the afternoon in the home of friends farther south or 
west, only to find themselves forlofH^again as their, new homes 
went down under the flames. 


Today the permanent disposition of the refugees became a 


matter of paramount importance, but this also was a question 
of personal management. Houses south of the campus are tak- 
ing care of fraternity and sorority students burned qut:'to the 
north. Throughout the south-of-the-campus faculty distsifct, Ar- 
rangements for taking care of refugee faculty men and their 
families are being rapidly made. Despite die fact that the Uni- 
versity continued in session as usual today, there were innumer- 
able gaps in the teaching force which a week will hardly see

Outside of caring for the sufferers and homeless, today saw 


a continuance of more material elements in the salvage of the 
city. The fire department and its adjuncts worked skiwly up 
te hillsides putting out the last vestiges of flames. Here and 
there a chimney, robbed of all support, menaced pedestrians 
and was razed. Even by noon today the work of leveling some 
of the ruins had been started by property owners. 


Insurance company adjusters found their w^rK cut out for 


them today. Inquiries among householders in various parts of 
the burned area showed that approximately ninety per cent ot 
the destroyed houses hdre insurance in varying amounts. It is 
expected that approximately half of the property damage will 
be borne by the insurance companies.

A trip through the burned area, 
around Us outskirts and on the 
rampus of the university, shows a 
motley array of household treas- 
ures. 
Hall trees, 
phonographs, 


family, portraits, framed and oth- 
erwise, a gas stove or two, dor.ens 
of sewing machines, bed clothing 
and mattresses vie with old-fash- 
ioned marbletopped hall stands 
and ornamental stand lamps. 
So rapidly did the flre travel 


that many of the pitiful piles of 
goods which were carried as far 
as the street, were burned before 
they could be carried to safety. 
Especially Is this true of pianos

^ FQREIGN TRADE. 


• Foreign trade figures for the first six months 


' I n 1923, made public today, show that the 
exports from the United States have increased 
by more than §120,000,000. A continuation of 
the increase in imports to $2,375,000,000 from 
|1,671,000.000 tells a story of American busi- 
ness abroad, of the purchase of raw materials 
for our manufactures, and of prosperity at 
home. The export total for the.six months was 
12,249,000,000, against $2,122,000,000 for the 
•ame period a year ago. 


Considered by countries, imports from Bel- 


gium increased from 29 to 39 millions of dol- 
lars; Prance, from 77 to 80 millions;/Italy, 
32 to 52; the Netherlands from.32 to 46; Spain, 
14 to 18; the United Kingdom from 183 to 2C4 
millions. It is.interesting to note that imports 
. from all Europe increased from 517 to G95 mil- 
lions, Germany figuring in this increase with 
Bales to us rising from 62 to 91 millions, or 
nearly 50 per cent. Since the bulk of our im- 
ports from Europe consists of manufactured 
goods, the increase is a good indication that the1 
present tariff law is by no means prohibitive, 
but that it gives foreign competitors a faipfipld 
in the United States as a result mainly of the 
higher purchasing power of our own,people.
